OOUBTESTAT HOME. 


There Is an element about most exotics which 


U more or less displeasing. They arc surround- 
ed by mi atmosphere which Impresses the ob- 
aei vcr w i l h associations of restraint and artifice. 
This isci'itamly truo of exotic courtesy, which 
Is the dii'-ct opposite of the virtue of which we 
liavo now lo spenk. Comlesy which is not 
hoinc-brcil may seem, like a hoi-house plant 
from the Iropics, to bo very fully developed, 
very luxuriant, and rilmou ovcr-powerlngly 
pungent; but lake away Its artificial adjuncts, 
expose It lo the rough weather of everyday 
life, and it withers away, just as a gorgeous and 
expensive stove plant, when banished from tho 
conservatory and exposed to the frosty air. be- 
comes u<;ly and lepulsive in comparison with 
the commonest field-flower. 
By courtesy at 


home we do not mean Ihe courtesy which is 
shown at home (o guests, but that which is ex- 
hibited to the inmates of home in every day 
life. On Ihe other hand, in speaking of exotic 
courtesy we' meau lhat form of civility which is 
rather an occasional effort than an habitual cus- 
tom. It is not a pleasant trait in people's char- 
acters that they should treat their acquaintances 
with less and less deference as they become 
more and mor« familiar with them, decieasing 
their courtesy in proportion lo the increase ol 
thrir inliniacv ; but unfortunately this is too 
common!1, the case. It is usually assured that a 
true gentleman is always courteous at home, 
but this assumption can only bo accepted with 
certain reservations. Wo have known men per- 
fectly unimpeachable in Iho maltcis of educa- 
tion, cullnrf, and refinement, whose manners, 
though most charming ou first acquaintance], 
relapsed mi intimacy into absolute unrileasant- 
iiDss. \\ i admit that nobody whose apparent 
courteous ness to strangers is only on the sur- 
face, and who thus seems to be that which lie 
is not, can be a perfect gentleman iu tho high- 
est sense uf tho word, but, taking the expies- 
sion in it', ordinary social acceptation, ivo feat- 
It must l-i- granted that in the mailer of cour- 
tesy, a gn-.il many gentlemen do occasionally 
seem to hr> that which Ihcy are not. 
These re- 


fined beings do not, perhaps, relapse into abso- 
lute rudeness among their relatives and Inti- 
mate*; but they if place their attractive man- 
ners by ic, sarcasms, taciturnity, and irritabili- 
ty, which i-xceed the border lino of courtesy. 
Thry seem to tak« a pleasure in dcmonsliuting 
Ihe unhappy fact that tho refinement of 'he 
agreeable has its countfcrn.n t in the refinement 
of the dis.iijrcenblo. 


Our own is an a»e of moderation. We are 


expected to be moderate In religion, in politics, 
and iuevi'iytbing else; and we have a noble 
example uf moderation set us by Iho youth of 
the piesent day in the indulgence of courtesy. 
A very courteous man is now considered n boro 
in gay, ami a humbug, in grave, society. What 
a miserable thing is civility in comparison with 
tbe charms of chafl, and how insinceie is he 
who treali ladies with (Inferential politeness. 
Sucli appc.irs to be tbe current creed, though 
there maj bo a ceiUin number of nonconform- 
ists. 
In niir opinion tbe best lest, of t.he dii'er- 


pnco beUs een courtesy and humbug will be 
found in t lie ob.servai.iou of homo life. Hum- 
bug may assume the form of couitesy, lull It 
cannot suml the strain of continual use; 
whereas tine courtesy becomes aioro developed 
by co-isia'it habit, and thrives best in Its native 
soil. 1'eople often confuse courtesy with hum- 
bug t»scaii>e they imagine that it necessarily 
Implies peisonal esteem and respect. 
Where, 


therefore, they observe a deferential mamic/ in 
the absence of personal esteem and lespecl, 
they iinini'dhilely suspect humbug. Iu this 
Ihey are mistaken. A judge may be perfectly 
courteous lo the murderer whom he Is senl- 
encing to lie hanged, and Ihe head-master of a 
public school may sbow foimal politeness to his 
pupils in the disciplinary interviews which he 
bus with them "aller school;" but neither func- 
tionary would thereby lay himself open to the 
charge of being a humbug. Then there are per 
sous who are so utterly devoid of any innate 
courtesy i liat they are incredulous of its exist- 
ence In others; and, when they meet nith II, 
they mistake it for humbug. It must be ad-r 
milted Imwevor, that theie are occasions when 
skepticisms is quite legitimate. For Instance, 
when we seo oslenlatlotis displays ol aflecllon 
and respf ct on tbe part of husbands toward 
their wives, or parents toward their chlldien, in 
public, v.1- are apt to form our own opinion of 
their private life, sbrewC'y suspecting that this 
profusion of good tilings is not an everyday 
aff.iir. 
\Ve recommend to the. clergy "rude 


papas" at* a subject for a course of sermons. 
" Noggin;: mammas" might form a second 
series. 
'1 o treat your children like servants or 


retrievers, whoso highest duty is t,o fetcti and 
carry, is not the surest means ofludocti mating 
them wilh ihe virtue of courtesy. It .may be 
considered a superatrnalfd Idea thai husbands 
and wwc<, ought to treat ea<!h oilier with any 
semblance of ceremony; but we are old-fash- 
ioned enough to fancy that the opposite tenden- 
cy is can led rather to an excess just at present. 
It maj br a prejudice to think that there can 
possibly be anything objectionable iu smoking 
cigarellet. in ladles' drawing-rooms and bou- 
doirs ; but there always will be some people 
who lag behind their tim«. There is surely a 
sumcie'nlly wide uimgin between Ireating a 
husband .is an entire stranger and calling him 
a beast; but it seems too nai row .for some 
ladies to discover. Among brothers and sisters 
a lillle harmless banter is perfectly admissable, 
and even, peiliaps, desirable; but a family 
whose nu'mbers ate always snapping at each 
other in ihe slyle al prcscnl approved as clever, 
both in fiction and in reality, "can scarcely be 
upheld as a model of courtesy at home. 
Both 


among biotbeis and sisters and husband and 
wives, a Kreat deal of talk which begins with 
chaff ends in rudeness. In society conventional 
politeness sets certain limits to repartee, but at 


' borne there are no such barriers. 
In private 


life, when the more refined weapons of conver- 
sational dispute fail, the combatants are apt to 
resort lo vulgar personal abuse. Servants could 
sometime tell curlotisstories at out the courlesj 
of their employers afbome, or lather their want 
of it. 'I here are ladies renowned for Iheir 
charming manners in sociely wbo use their 
maids as safety-valves for ihe inmate rudeness 
which they contrive to repress and conceal ii 
public. Doubtless they are hurt when, iu dress 
ing their beads, their maids drag the hair will 
the brush; but that is no-excuse for pretty 
months permitting ugly words to escape from 
them. The master may be very fond of hi 
horse, but, after speaking to the animal in 
tones of the gentlest affection, it is scarcely tbe 
sign of a courteous gentleman to swear at the 
groom because bis stirrup leathers are too 
short. 
Courlojy at home, like other virtues, cauno 


be practised too constantly, or be too well forll 
fled by undevialing habit. Even when a roan 
is alone, it is not well to throw aside too freel. 
the restraints and observances of social usage 
We do not'bes'ilate to say that no one car 
when alone, discard all customary forms an 
ceremonies In dress, meals, or the like, wlthon 
Incurring danger of self-degradation. A ma

All ages of belief have been great; ail of tin- 


lelief have been mean. 
The Orientals believe 


n Fate. That which shall befall them is writ- 
en on the iron leaf ; they will not turn ou their 
leel to avoid famine, plague, or the sword of 
be enemy. That is great, and gives a great 
tlr to the people. We hi America are charged 
witbagreat deficiency in worship; that reverence 
does not belong to our character; that our in- 
tilutions, our politics, and our Irado, have fos- 
ered a self-reliance which is sinall, IllipuUan, 
rail of fitssrancHjnstne-!rwHoqkjit,and will beai 
nothing above us In the state, and do exceed- 
ngly applaud and admire ourselves, and be- 
ieve in 'our senses and understandings, while 
iur inmginalioH and our moral sentiment are 
lesolatod. In religion, too, wo «want objects 
above; we are fast losing or bavc already lost 
our old 'reveieuce ; new views of inspiration, 
sf miracles, of the saints', have supplanted the 
>ld opinions, and it Is vain to bring them again, 
levointions never go backward, and in all 
churches a certain decay of ancient piety is la- 
nenled, and all threatens to lapse into apathy 
and indiflerentism. It becomes us to consider 
whether vre cannot have a real faith and real 
objects in lieu of these false ones. The human 
mind, when It is tiusted, is never false to itsolf. 
"f there be sincerity and good meaning—ifthoro 
ie really in us the wish lo seek for our stipe- 
iors, for that which is lawfully above us, we 
hall not long look in vaiu. 


Meantime there is great centrality, a ceuti ipe- 


ence equal to the centrifugence. Tho mystic 
>r Iheist is never scared by any startling mato- 
lalism. Ue knows the laws of gravitation and 
af repulsion are deaf to French talkers, be they 
lever so witty. If theology shows that opiu- 
ODS are fast changing, it is not so with the con- 
fictions of men with regard to conduct. These 
emain. The most diring heroism, the most 
accomplished culture, or lapt holiness, never 
xhansed the claim of these lowly duties— 
lever penetrated to their origin, or was able lo 
ook behind their souice. 
We cannot dlssn- 


hant, we cannot impoverish ourselves, by obe- 
lience; but by humility wo rise, by obedience 
we command, by poverty we are rich, by dying 
ve live. 


We are thrown back on rectitude forever aud 
er, only rectitude—to mend one; that is all

sterile chimney-corner philosophy. Now,

The Centennial1 celebration of the evarua 


tion otthis place by the Continental army t> — 
celebrated to-day. At least 30,000 people wero 
present. At daylight cannon were fired an< 
balls were rung throughout the Schuylkill Val 
ley. At sunrise there was a salute of thirteen 
guns Bred, and at half-past 8 o'clock Governo 
Hartranftarid Adjutant General Lalta, accom 
panifid by General Winfleld S. Hancock and 
others, arrived and were received at the stalioi 
bj a delegation of military. At 8 o'clock ther 
was a memorial service, Ju which large ntim 
hers, took part. •,' A procession was formed a 
the military headquarters, consisting, of, mill 
tary, bands of music, civic societies, and youni 
ladies dressed in white. Tbe graves of Couti 
nental and Federal soldiers were decorated, ap 
propriate services were held, and the procession 
moved over the intrenchnients, which have re- 
mained since the occupation of the place by tbe 
Continental army, and over the historic ground, 
which was screwn with flowers ty »he ladies. 
A grand chorus of BOO voices rendered an an- 
them, and at half-past 10 o'clock tbe military, 
under command of Generals Gregg aiid Reeder, 
were reviewed by General Hancock and Gov- 
ernor Hartranl't. At noon a salute of thirty- 
eight gnus was fired, and at 1 o'clock tbe ser- 
vices of iho day begun in a large lent holding 
15,000 persons. Governor Hartranft, 'the pre- 
siding officer, was introduced and was received 
with cheers. He spoke in substance as follows: 


" We baye come to commemorate the dark- 


est hours of the American Revolution—hours 
which were those of triumph to the American 
cause—lor it was at Valley Forge that the 
brightest honors were won by the Continental 
ariuy. It was here, in rude tents, and amid a 
winter of tha greatest severity, that the bri-'ht- 
est records of the war were tnade. It is upon 
this spot, hallowed by hunger aud cold, that we 
meet to commemorate a steadfa-tuess of cause 
unprecedented in the diinals of history." 


A poem was read by the Rev. F. G. Walker, 


of Philadelphia. Oolouel T. W. Deau, oflv 
ristowu, read extracts from a1 historical paper 
which he had prepared for the occasion, and a 
poem by Mrs. M. E. Thropp Cone was read. 
The orator of tbe <lay, Henry Armitt Brown, 
of Philadelphia, was next introduce J. 
He re- 


viewed at length the hlslory and sufferings of 
the Continental aroiy, speaking of the import- 
ance of the campaign with which the nanid of 
Valley Forge is connected, and extolling the 
excellent generalship and the unptecedented 
courage and steadfastness which crowned our 
ancestors with victory. He also paid an elo- 
quent tribute lo the foreign officers in tbe 
American c,mi[j—Lafayette, Steuben und Pul- 
aski.

continued : 


"Behold him in yonder cottage, his lamp

Charles C. Burleigh, formerly a resident of 


this pl»ce, died at bis home' in Florence, Mass., 
on tbe J4th instant, in bis sixty-eighth year. 
His death was caused by a railroad accident at 
Florence. 


Mr. Burleigb ras well known in this vicinity, 


not only as a steadfast and eloquent champion 
of human liberty in tbe dayi when slavery 
blighted our laud, and darkened tbe page of our 
history, but also in later years, as a lecturer in 
tbe field of reform, an advocates of peace, a 
staunch friend of iinpaitial suffrage, aud an 
earnest servant lo the cause of temperance. 
His whole Ufa seamed to be one of self-sacrifice 
for Hie good of bis fallotvmen.
